Canadians to the number of 500,200 
signed the petitions which were sent to 
Geneva to urge the conference there to 
make progress toward the limitation and 
reduction of armament. This is a higher 
percentage of the total population than is 
represented by the signers of similar peti- 
tions from any other country. 

Seeing that Canada is more nearly dis- 
armed than any other country, it is appro- 
priate that the Dominion should take the 
lead in urging other countries to disarm. 
Our “preaching” is at least in accord with 
our practice, and no sharge of inconsist- 
ency can be levied against us in asking 
others to do what we have already done. 

The difficulty is that other countries 
do not enjoy the security Canada enjoys. 
We are fortunate in having a neighbor 
who attends strictly to his own business 
and asks us to do nothing less or more 
than that. And the Dominion is a mem- 
ber of the British Empire, and thus as- 
sured of help if it should happen to be 
needed. 

The countries in Europe, at whom our 
petitions are directly aimed, have not the 


advantage of these safeguards. They can 
neither count on the good intentions of 
their neighbors nor on the assistance of a 


half-dozen other kindred 
must protect themselves.

The committee which investigated the 
working of Edmonton's relief department 
suggests that the Provincial Government 
stablish a communi farm somewhere 
within reach of the city, where 1,000 sin- 
gle unemployed men could be housed and 
given the opportunity to grow food for 
themselves. 

The proposal has at least the merit of 
being constructive in character. Whether 
such schemes are practicable, without 
heavy loss to the province, is another mat- 
ter. The history of community farms in 
western Canada hag not been such as to 
arouse enthusiasm for the idea. The in- 
ference is that to make a success of such 
an undertaking, the members of the col- 
ony must be carefully hand-picked and 
placed under strict discipline. 

A company of returned men, acting on 
their own initiative, might make good in 
an undertaking of the kind. To simply 
take a large number of unemployed men, 
on the “orchard run” principle, and turn 
them loose on a farm financed by the Gov- 
ernment would be a doubtful proposition 

In any case, there is not much in the 
circumstances to suggest the experiment 
is likely to be tried. The tenor of recent 
statements, both at Ottawa and at Ed- 
monton, is that Government assistance 
hereafter can go no farther than the giv- 
ing of direct relief, and that any scheme 
involving a considerable capital expendi- 
ture is out of court.

CANADA LEAVES THE AIR 

Shutting down the air mail service 
closing the training camps, and generally 
withdrawing Government support from 
aviation, involves throwing out of employ- 
ment some 169 men who have been trained 
to high efficiency in the technical arts of 
piloting, maintaining and building air- 
planes. 

These men have been trained at great 
expense to the taxpayers. There is prac- 
tically no prospect that they can find em- 
ployment in Canada under present condi- 
tions. The probability, amounting almost 
to a certainty, is that they will be lost to 
the Dominion, like the experts of the de- 
partment of agriculture who are being dis- 
missed. Whoever and whatever country 
May get the benefit of their training, Can- 
ada is out the money it cost 

Canada is officially abandoning the air 
That means that commercial! flying will 
also cease, to a very great degree. De 
prived of the revenue received for carry- 
ing the mails, planes wil! no longer oper- 
ate over most of the routes on which they 
have been flown. Aside from those em- 
ployed by mining and prospecting com- 
panies in the northern areas, the mechani- 
cal bird will be a rare object in the Cana- 
dian sky. 

This reversal of policy means also that 
the money the Dominion has spent in pro- 
viding training grounds and quarters and 
in establishing radio directional stations is 
to be a “frozen” investment. The same 
fate befalls the large sume Edmonion and 
other cities have spent in buying airficids, 
building hangars and providing equpment 


"or, if need be, of o 


for airports, whch outlays could only be 
made by a large expansion of com- 
mercial flying. 

It has been understood that the Royal 
Canadian Air Force was developed as a de- 
fence force, that could be called on in 
emergency for the protection of Canada 
er parts of the Em- 
pire. The destruction of the force is a 
further step toward complete disarmament 
by the Dominion, and a further weakening 
of the means available for Imperial de- 
fence; at a time when the world political 
situation is by no means reassuring. 

A forward policy cannot be thrown into 
reverse without producing shocks in the 
economic svstern. The more suddenly the 
gears are shifted the worse the shocks. 
Canada has in late years made more not- 
able progress than any other country in 
bringing the airplane into use. The fi- 
nances of the country must be badly in- 
volved to warrant a summary reversal of 
that policy, the screpping of the advance 
that has been made, and the resumption of 
our position at the tail end of the proces- 
sion in the matter of encouraging the de- 
velopment of air transport.

“The Gas Company for some time 
past has been watching very closely 
the situation on Fraser Flats, from 
under which large quantities of coal 
have been extracted,” said Mr, Gar-| 
rett today.
